interview:    m  r    lane 


Over  the  past  year  there  has 
been  talk  of  great 
environmental  changes  in  the 
school.    I  had  yet  to  witness 
any,  so  one  evening  I  strolled 
up  to  Ripley's  house  so  that  I 
could  talk  with  the  man  behind 
Shawnigan's  newly  aquired 
environmental   commitee. 

Surprisingly,  Mr  Lane  does 
not  have  any  practical 
experience  in  the  field  of 
environmental  issues     He  does, 
however,  have  the  awarness 
and  the  concern  needed  to  do  a 
good  job  as  head  of  the 
committee. 

Although  the  8b  science  class 
had  been  doing  an  excellent  job 
with  the  recycling   program, 
there  was  need  for  a  larger 
scale  operation  where  the 
resposibility  wouldn  t  have  to 
fall  on  the  shoulders  of  only  a 
small  group  of  students  in  the 
school.     At  the  beggining  of  the 
school  year  Mr  Bruce  - 
Lockhart  asked  Mr.  Lane  to 
start  up  a  group  comprised  of 
students  and  teachers  to  tackle 
the  environmental  problems  in 
the  school.     Mr  Lane    agreed 


and  started  by  reqruiting 
teachers  and  doing  his,  now 
legendary,   presentations 
during  assembly.     Once  enough 
students  volenteered  to  fill  the 
positions,  two  from  each  house, 
five  sub-corn mitees  started  up: 
energy  conservation,  food 
waste  and  use,  composting, 
recycling  and  disposal  of  non- 
recyclable  items. 

Mr.  Lane  was  the  first  to 
admit  that,  for  this  year,  no 
large    environmental 
improvements  have  been  made. 
He  even  went  as  far  as  to  say 
that  it  was  his  fault.    This  is  an 
opinion  that  1  have  to  disagree 
with,  Mr  Lane  has  worked  hard 
on  the  project  but  the  school 
has  simply  been  a  very  busy 
place  this  year,  and  it's  been 
hard  to  fit  everything  in.    Mr. 
Lane  is  dissapomted  that 
"...things  hadn't  crystalized  and 
brought  the  plan  together  for 
the  end  of  the  year."    But  by 
starting  off  next  year  with 
more  direction  will,  I'm  sure 
prove  to  be  beneficial  to  the 
1991/1992  commitee. 

Will  much  be  expected  from 


the  students  next  year?   The 
road  to  environmental 
improvement  will  have  to  go 
two  ways.    The  school  will  need 
to  supply  funding  for  improved 
facilities,  but  the  students  will 
also  have  to  increase  awarness 
and  get  into  the  habit  of  telling 
their  peers  to  pick  up  garbage 
and  recycle  cans.     We  have  a 
lot  of  people  that  are  very  well 
aware  (of  environmental 
problems),"  all  I  can  hope  is 
that  people  act  instead  of  just 
talk. 

With  more  and  more  global 
problems  surfacing,  from  oil 
pollution  to  the  destruction  of 
rainforests,  people  that  are 
aware  and  willing  are  in  high 
demand.    I  hope  that  the 
environmental  commitee  of 
Shawmgan  Lake  school  can  be 
our  contribution  to  the  rapidly 
growing  fight  for  a  clean 
environment.    Best  of  luck  to 
Mr.  Lane  and  all  others  that  are 
involved  in  the  group.

Library 

As  a  dynamic  center  for  academic  research  and 
excellence,  the  library  is  reaching  out  now  to 
take  a  firm  grasp  upon  information,  technology 
in  order  to  help  our  students  thrive  in  an 
information  society  and  bridge  the  millennium. 
To  facilitate  this  change,  the  library  has  spent  the 
year  loading  all  titles  onto  a  data  base  in  the 
Eloquent  Automation  Software  so  that  in  the 
Fall  of  1991  students  will  be  able  to  search  the 
collection  using  a  computer  terminal  and  print 
the  results  of  their  search.   This  will  greatly 
speed  access  to  essential  sources. 

Circulation  of  material  will  be  achieved  through 
barcodes  on  books  and  patron  cards  using  an  infra 
red  light  pen  to  link  a  student  to  specific  material 
and  make  the  collection  traceable  for  better 
service.  A  CD  ROM  Station  in  the  library  with 
on-line  access  will  allow  students  to  retrieve 
information  from  various  encyclopedias  and  data 
bases  such  as  Time  magazine  at  the  speed  of 
light!   In  fact  the  library  in  now  poised  to 
become  a  second  computer  center  within  the 
school,  but  using  an  IBM  platform. 

The  library  activity  next  year  will  include  story 
telling  in  various  schools  and  libraries  in  the 
area;  and  tales  will  be  told,  book  repair  as  a  craft, 
computer  skills  and  library  supervision  for  senior 
members.    1990-91  has  been  a  time  of  transition 
and  my  thanks  to  the  library  activity  members 
who  helped  pave  the  way.

The  dramatic  talent  at  the  school  is  now  being  served  by  a 
new  programme  which  teaches  dramatic  technique  through 
monologues  and  duologues.   Diction,  characterization  and 
motivation  are  the  major  skills  taught  which  lead  to  public 
performances.  There  was  a  senior  group  of  ten  students  and  a 
junior  group  of  seven  students  in  November  both  groups 
combined  to  put  on  an  ensemble  performance  of  monologues 
from  literature  under  the  theme  of  "Identity."

Some  challenging  works  from  Ibsen 
to  Atwood  were  worked  upon  and  were  seen  as  a  Dress  Rehearsai 
at  the  75th  Anniversary  Weekend,  again  to  excellent  audience 
response.   I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Alastair  Jarvis  came 
Second  in  the  Province  in  his  section  and  Rosalynd  Roome 
came  third  in  the  province  in  the  Senior  30  years  and  under 
Calgary. 

All  members  of  the  two  groups  worked  hard  and  performed 
well  over  the  year.  We  ended  by  performing  a  high-paced 
version  of  "Hamlet"  in  15  minutes  as  scripted  by  Tom 
Stoppard.  The  75th  Anniversary  audience  enjoyed  the  outdoor 
frenzy  of  this  show!

Looking  Back  on 
Seventy- Five  Years 

Seventy-five  years  ago. 
Christopher    Windley 
Lonsdale  purchased   a 
small  piece  of  land  and  a 
ramshackle   building    and 
began  to  make  a  school 
in  his  image.    In  the  first 
official  year  of  the  school's 
operation,  the  student  body 
was  small  --  two  girls  and  a 
handful  of  boys.    Today,  in  an 
age  when  bigger  is  too  often 
thought  to  be  necessarily 
better,  Lonsdale's  humble 
beginnings  seem  almost 
absurd.   But  Lonsdale  had  a 
vision.   He  did  not  look  at  his 
students  and  see  how  few 
they  were;  instead,  he 
imagined  how  many  would 
come  after  them. 

If  Lonsdale  was  visionary 
in  his  plans  to  build,  he  was 
nothing   more  than  practical 
and  sensible  in  his  view  of 
education.    Quite  simply,  he 
believed  that  young  people 
should  learn  maturity 
through  a  broad  range  of 
experiences  --  academic, 
athletic,  artistic,  and  manual. 
And  in  those  early  years  at 
the  school,  Nature  and 
Necessity  dictated  that  the 
emphasis  fall  on   manual.'    It 
was,  after  all,  the  students 
themselves  that  helped 
Lonsdale  build  Shawnigan 
Lake  School. 

By  western  Canadian 
standards,  Shawnigan  is  an 
old  school.    An  old  institution. 
It  is  very  different   from,  and 
very  much  the  same  as,  the 
school  Lonsdale  founded.    But 
interpreting  a  school  is 
difficult.    By  virtue  of  human 
individuality,  identical 
experiences  are  necessarily 
different,  and  each  person's 
walk  through  the 
architecture  of  buildings, 
rules,  personalities,  conflicts 
and  triumphs  that  are  the 
substance  of  any  institution 
may  be  interpreted 
differently.    For  some,  the

school  is  Lonsdale  himself. 
Period.    For  others,  it  is  a 
gifted  and  caring 
housemaster,  an     important 
game,  the  first  contact  with 
an  academic  subject  that 
shapes  an  entire  life.    Still 
others  define  their  school 
experience  in  terms  of  an 
important  and  lifelong 
friendship.    The  objective 
reality  of  what  happens  on 
the  grounds  and  in  the  rooms 
of  Shawnigan  Lake  School 
cannot  be  altered.    The  only 
accessible  portion  of  the 
school's  history  lives  within 
its  people:    the  students  and 
teachers  who  have  been 
responsible  for  its  life. 

This  Seventy-fifth 
Anniversary  year  will  be 
remembered  differently  by 
different  people,  but  one  of 
the  most  important  aspects  of 
this  special  year  is  the 
common  ground  we  have 
once  again  begun  to  build. 
More  than  five  hundred 
people  renewed  or 
consolidated  their  ties  to  the 
school  at  the  Gala  Ball  in 
Vancouver  in  February  of 
1991,  and  many  revisited  the 
school  during  the  year, 
either  during  the  May 
Anniversary  Celebration,  or 
for  more  private  and 
reflective  visits.    And,  once 
again,  a  class  of  graduates 
left  the  school  to  make  their 
way  in  the  world. 

It  is  this  movement  -- 
people  striding  forward  into 
the  future,  others  returning 
to  their  past  —      that  speaks

Mr  wells  has  attended  Shawnigan  in  the  capacity  of  rowing  coach,  library  technician  and  house 
tutor  and  advisor  in  Lake's  house.  From  the  moment  he  arrived  at  the  school  in  the  beginning  of  the  Spring 
term,  he  was  well  liked  by  all.    In  the  Rowing  club  Mr.  Wells  arrival  was  greatly  anticipated,  and  he  hasn't 
disappointed  as  his  talent  and  experience  with  the  sport  have  been  invaluable  to  the  progress  of  both  the 
boys'  Junior  Varsity  and  Novice  Colt  crews.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Wanganui  Collegiate  School,  where  he  was 
Rowing  Captain  in  his  final  year,  and  after  his  graduation  he  decided  to  pursue  his  sport  through  the  Union 
Boat  Club  in  Wanganui.    After  two  seasons  of  rowing  on  their  elite  crews,  Mr.  Wells  returned  to  his  old  high 
school  to  coach  until  the  end  of  1990.     Mr.  Wells  has  enjoyed  his  two  terms  at  Shawnigan,  and  feels  that 
this  exchange  is  something  he  will  remember  and  cherish  for  many  vears.  He  has  brought  a  great  deal  of 
humour  and  spirit  to  the  school,  and  his  presence  will  be  missed  by  all  when  school  starts  again  in 
September.
